NEWLY ADDED CLAIMS 14 AND 15 

Applicant notes that claims 14 and 15 have been added and recite similar subject matter 
as claim 13 but claim 14 recites "controlling the driving of the pickup roller and the exit roller 
according to the ambient temperature sensed by the temperature sensor," and claim 15 recites 
"controlling the driving of the pickup roller and the feed roller according to the ambient 
temperature sensed by the temperature sensor." These claims are believed to be allowable 
because the prior art only discloses controlling the driving of a driving roller. Meanwhile the prior 
art is silent as to controlling the driving of the feed roller and controlling the driving of the exit 
roller. Thus, a claim including either or both of these features, as in claims 14 and 15 or 13, is 
believed to be allowable. 

CONCLUSION 

In accordance with the foregoing, it is respectfully submitted that all outstanding 
objections and rejections have been overcome and/or rendered moot. And further, that all 
pending claims patentably distinguish over the prior art. Thus, there being no further 
outstanding objections or rejections, the application is submitted as being in condition for 
allowance which action is earnestly solicited.
